Fifty-one Cases Xow in County. 
Dr. Smith of the State Health De- 


partment, said that the epidemic of

everything that could be expected. 


There had been a total of S2 cases 


in Ulster county, said Dr. Smith, of 
which 15 had been returned to their 
homes, 16 had died and

in the first degree before Recorder 
Lang this morning, to winch time 
the hearing had been adjourned, the 
recorder remanded Weber to jail to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
While Weber is held on an assault 
charge, a charge of murder In the 
first degree has been laid before the 
recorder by District Attorney Traver, 
and it is likely that the grand jury 
will not only consider the death of 
Charles Elmendorf. one of Weber's 
victims, 'but also the charge of shoot- 
ing tho •women and children on the 
Eluiendorf porch the

The board will 


then go to the Pacific coast, holding 
hearings at all the capital cities and 
Till'return to Springfield, 111., for a 
hearing there on September 21. 


For some time the treasury de- 


partment at Washington has been 
sn-amped with letters from farmers 
who are anxious to know how they 
can obtain loans from the govern 
mem. 
The present, tour is being 


made to show the plan of operation. 


Under the terms of the bill recent- 


lr passed 
by congress the federal 


loan board will establish twelve land 
banks in the country. Their loca- 
tions and the districts they will gov- 
ern have not yet been decided. 


The stock of the banks, which are 


to be capitalized for about 1150,000, 
Till first be offered to the public. 
Then, if it is not all taken up, the 
government will purchase the rest 
and the banks will oe ready to ad- 
vance money to the farmers. 


The law prohibits any one man 


from uorrowmg money. 
Groups of 


ten must be formed, which will peti- 
tion the federal bank of their dis- 
trict as a group. This bank will 
then send appraisers to inspect the 
farms of the petitioners and capital 
yil! be advanced up to 50 per cent of 
the value of the lands offered as se- 
curity. 


Among the thousands of letters re- 


ceived by the treasury 
department 


from persons who wish to use the 
new law are many from residents of 
cities who have saved a little money. 
.Most of these want to buy farms im- 
mediately, obtaining the balance of 
their capital under the terms of the 
law.
